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Registration Reaches 576 Hartnell vs. Fresno J.C. In Opener 


Also Debut For Coach Voris; 
Fresno Expected to be “Tough” 


Total of 600 
Is Possible 


Registration figures reached 576 |’ 


total students enrolled in Hartnell 
College for the fall semester, it was 
announced by Hartnell registrar, 
Jerry Girdner, on Tuesday of this 
week. “Registration could reach 
600 in the near future,” said Mr. 
Girdner. The present figure repre- 
sents an increase of 16.8. per cent 
over 1952-3. 

Of the 374 men and 202 women 
students who have signed into 
classes, 333 are freshmen, 222 men 
and 111 women; 177 are sopho- 
mores, 128 men and 49 women; 
and 66 are special students, 24 men 
and 42 women. 

The majority of students attend- 
ing college here are graduates of 
Salinas high school. The largest 
number of students contributed by 
another high school graduating 
class is the total of 76 from Wat- 
sonville, and the second highest to- 
tal in this group is the 44 from 
Santa Cruz. 

Gonzales, Gilroy, and King City 
each have 20 graduates attending 
classes here. Pacific Grove, Mor- 

il, and San Jose each con- 
six students to the total. 
igter and Santa Clara each have 
graduates attending Hartnell. 

e other students which complete 
the total are from various sections 
of the United States, as well as 
those from nations as far away as 
China and Germany. 


Two Fresno J.C. 
Buildings Ruined 


Two major Fresno Junior Col- 
lege buildings, containing 22 class- 


rooms, have been condemned: 'be- 


cause of earthquake damage, it was 
learned here today. ‘The college will 
reopen within a-week in emergency 
quarters. 

The Fresno City Board of Educa- 
tion voted on Monday to condemn 
the buildings after hearing engi- 
neers declare them unsafe. The 
damage resulted from the August 
23 quake which had centered in 
Bakersfield.

Hartnell was one of the 
first colleges in Northern California 
to receive approval for all of its 
courses. 

The bureau of readjustment ed- 
ucation announced the approval of 
the entire Hartnell curriculum on 
Monday, September 8, with full de- 
tails being received by the Hart- 
nell main office on September 10. 

Under Public Law 550, any 
courses taken by Korean veterans 
at Hartnell after the aforemen- 
tioned date will receive approval

Dope on Fresno 
Squad Is Here 

Fresno Junior College roster for 
the football team which it will 
bring to the Salinas Union: High 
School Stadium tonight finally ar- 
rived in the Panther Sentinel of- 
fice hours after our deadline. How- 
ever we did have a space reserved 
for dope concerning the Rams, 
coached by Hans Wiedenhoefer, 
and here it is. 


More than 2,600 pounds of bone 
and muscle will clash tonight when 
the front walls of the Fresno J.C. 
Rams and the Hartnell College 
Panthers charge into each other 
play after play of the 1952 season 
inaugural. Fresno will have the 
weight advantage with an average 
of 197 pounds per man, as against 
an average of 190 pounds for the 
combined offensive and defensive 
lines of Hartnell. 

While on the offensive, the Rams 
will have 1,320 pounds of speedy 
Panther musclemen with which to 
contend; while on the defensive, 
they will have 27 additional pounds 
to give them trouble. They have 
men ranging all the way from 155 
pounds, in the person of guard 
Rowland Haynes, to 225 pounds, 
possessed by center Tom Howell. 

In the backfield are four speedy 
players ranging from a 150-pound 
quarterback to a 190-pound full- 
back, and averaging 165 pounds. 
Willard Hampton, the fullback, is 
is the fastest man on either team, 
having recorded 9.8 seconds in the 
100-yard dash. He isn’t the only 
talented back, however; Bob Wil- 
liams being one remembered for 
his work in Fresno’ 32-0 rout of 
Hartnell last season.
